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-PREFACE 


Drama, as we have known, seen, read, if to be 
concise in explanation, intrinsical and agrecable in 
sense, is exactly the life of one or host of many played 
by another set of persons. Usually lives of cel: brated 
members. when dramatized by writers moved by 
intuition and fine frenzy, have become the works to be 
popularly read and played. Moreover, Drama is a 
complete art in itself, in so far.it has portrayed the 
lives of persons endowed with varied faculties, powers 
and fine instincts. Therefore a dramatist, particularly 
a dramatist of Shakespearean order, is the fit person to 


: give a wholesome and agreeable view of drama. Hence 


this introductory piece. 


With no specific reference toa life or a dramatist 
or a work par excellence, it is sure, there is the 
likelihood to render this preface most detestable. 
Through this preface, it is intended, readers and fans 
of drama might well have a glimpse, at least a faint 
glimpse of the much praised writers of this world and 
usi. celebrated works, each work a magnum opus in 
itself. 


Onelives one's life term facing trivial, normal. 
and grand, occasions and the individual's response to 
such occasions in mute suited to and in conformity 
with, his, her temparement becomes dramatized. viz 
Drama is written as the persons would have been on 
those occasions. Hazlitt also is in conformity with 
this view. The life of a person dramatized is actual 
and the individual meets rather with unforeseen events 
mainly and a drama is against this. The life of the 
individual to be played becomes known. The player 
becomes versed with his habits, moods. costumes, talks 

d plays bis life as he would have behaved in 
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those days confining purely to the stage Dramatist- 
for the most part. gives us the active moods which 
have the power to inspire him to write. He is moved 
much whe there are moving events and those events 
become dramatic scenes. 
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Everyone may evince interest in a knowledge of 
drama since a dramatist, to wit, Shakespeare has 
likened the world to a staze and the men and women 
to players on the stage Beyond dispute it is a 
dramatists outlook on life and as such stage and 
actors are the easily available comparisons to him. 
We know drama to be an art with inherent latent to 
interest the masses since the masses themselves might 
have been related to the occasions they see on stage. 
By and large it has become a first class instrument to 
make the masses ‘love the lovable and detest the 
detestable’ (Dr. Radhakrishnan) 


We have in us the instincts to love one and 
despise another i- €., we display quite different 
passions. A dramatist, a born poet: takes up a 
history that fires his mood bursting into a flow of 
dialogue. When we see the history played on the 
stage or read we go hand in hand with the scene as if the 
same is round us actually. But definitely such an act 
is on the stage. In actual fact, it happened in one’s 
life. And there is the likelihood or guarantee that 
such and such an act may turn Up in the individual's 
life viz-, the spectator- 


All over the world, as we may eye to eye sce, the 


two grand epics of India viz., Ramayana and 


Mahabharatha are known, read and appreciated and 
the characters of those epics are worshipped- 
Ramayana in original is the wonderful epic since itis 


the first literary piece that ever the world has seen. | 
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Readers of it like to read for tears, some take solace 
in it and some others rejoice. Poet Kambar is 
Valximi of South. Save the modifications in his 
Tamil writing through which hz: his displayed his 
singular -merit of giving vent to human emotions in 
rhymed verse with no loss of naturalness and force. 
it resembles the translation of the original. Apart 
from this Kambar himself has acknowledged the supeib 
literary merit, the melody of verse, rhythm, rhapsody 
eic of Sage Valkimi’s writings. Upon the whole each 
work is a pearl. a crest jewel, incomparable in re-pect 
of linguistic standard, grace. charm force, sen iments 
and supreme principles. Ramayana is such an epic 
that moves the readers to tears time and again on 
account of the plight of the characters of the epic 

The first such scene is the banishment of Rama, the 
most beloved prince of his land, to forest, for no fault 
of his own. Inits train we see the heart rending cry 
of citizens on his departure to forest, the speechless 
tears of a tumbling father, the unswerving attachment 
ofelderly and aged Brahmins to Rama, their appzal 
to horses not to gallop further with their Rama to forest, 
Rama's condescending Character. all in toto, go to 
hold usin tears. [t is to be here acknowledged that 
Kambar alone as a poet has given vent to the burniag 
emotions in fully rhymed verse with no loss either to 
the rbythm required or the intensity that was actual as 
the character would have spoken on the occasions 
There are hundreds of such verses that display the 
emotions of anxiety, anger, attachmeat, affection and 
admonition. Only one or two verses are referred to 
in this preface for want of space since it is desired to 
give a panoramic view of all popular writers of this 


» world. 
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“Oh galloping horses! hold! on!! hold on!! 
Sensitive ears, we learn, you own!

See the tears we shed 

Hearken the words we uttered! 


See how moving are the emotions of citizens of 
Oudh on the denariure of the prince Rama to forest

Every life is a drama. Unlike a drama. an epic 
like Ramayana includes Drama as we popularly under- 
stand apart from the usual descriptive trait, the first 
novel mode of creativity. If we exclude such descriptive 
songs which may be in poets own telling we may sce a 
drama only inthe epic. Where could a drama much 
more moving than Ramayana in the world be seen? 
There are continuous scenes for us to behold, provoked 
and pitiable characters We are moved and moved 
and become one with the characters er citizens that 
were then in oudh. This is the. supreme trait that has 
been displayed which had been inherent in our ancient 
literateur, the father of literary form- 


Definitely Sage Valmiki is the first man 10 write a 
creative work. Every writer, in general, and in particular. 
* 
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writer endowed with inspiration and intution, defintely, 
islikely to acknowledge this. We shall mention no 
superior writer other :han Kambar himself in respect 
of his esteem for Sage Valkimi. ‘ He made celestials 
hearken his fine songs with devoted ears''. 


Now we shall have a g'impse of one of the fore- 
most Tamil epics in original. It is the adroit creative 
production of llango's Silapathikaram. Of all the 
literary productions in Tamil it is distinct and 
popularly acknowledged to be abounding in natural, 
musical and dramatic elements. In this work the chief 
stuff of the theme is proportionately matched by the 
inherent merits of the language and throughout this 
work the elements above mentioned manifest in equal 
and rather transcendental force, charm and grace. 
There are many striking dramatic scenes and dialogues 
throughout this play and one ofthe terrific scenes 
equally fraught with the power to iavoke remorse and 
pathos in us is now given: 


“Is any woman hither? Is any woman hither? 
Who do with her husband's faults bear 

Are men of virtue hither? Are men of virtue hither? 
Who do the children born of them tend to foster. 


Now we shall refer briefly to the works of 
Shakespeare. In any note on drama, awfully 
particularly English drama, a mention, say. a special 
mention ought to be made about Sakespeare, the honey 
tongued one, who stands unparagoned in the field of 
dramatic literature. He becomes fit to be compared 
with any other poet in any other language in as much 
as he has used the linguistic vehicle to portray the 
varied human instincts in gracious and mellifluous 
diction. Characters capable of capturing the hearts 
of audience as well as readers are many and almost 
every character of Shakespeare becomes worthy of 
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mention in as much as he or she, it seems, had to be 
the tools in the hands of adroit worksanship of 
Shakespeare. Even a fool in Shakespeare's play is not at 
all a fool in the intrinsic sense and value attached to the 
terin. He is actually the wise and he has become a 
foolsimply because he happened to flout the folly of 
: the seemingly wise folks who dominated the scene. It 
seems rather that Shakespeare m' ght have inclined to 
drive home the point that men of wisdom who happen 
to jest at the wrongful activities of man might well b: 
regarded as fools themselves. This is not the 
happening only in the past. It sezms to turn up even 
now also. 


Of the total 37 plays of Shakespeare, four have 
become the most popular works i. e: tragedies, also 
known popularly as four most popu'ar tragedies. Of 
the four, we shall Choose Macbeth to survey, in short, 
the work anship of Shake pears First of all, it isa 
play where a man of avarice and a tool in the hands 
of foul fiends, is the hero. He moves simply because 
he is instigated in the name of prophesy. Throughout 
this short drama we meet murders, one murder 
outtopping the other murder in the manner of 
execution, instilling in us constant thrill and awe. 
Even the very first scene is enough to portend what 
might be the future events in the play to be seen. 
Very short scene. But very thrilling to see on the 
stage, very menacing. breath taking, making the hair 
stand on end to hear the dark intents of the weird 
sisters. Itis poetry, fully rhymed, beautifully neat, 
and the scene abounds in rhythm unmatched by the 
stuff of the theme to be treated. In a tho-ough survey 
of his character in the light of the conduct and passion 
of other heroes in other plays. he singles himself out 
in so far as he is goaded to action first. by weird 
sisters, and next by his own spouse. crown aad sceptre 
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have caught hold of many hearts and especially in the 
past when valiant ones were the cause of existence of 
any empire, a strong will with an inherent bias towards 
attainment of crown was manifest in such heroes. 
Macbeth had already such clement, in him and only 
this corroding element got fire when the weird sisters 
bade him welcome with titles causing anxiety as well 
as astonishment. When the first of three titles was 
bestowed upon him instantaneously, he fell prey to the 
prophesy and began to work only to realise the titles 
through whatsoever means and manner they may be. 
This is the beginning catastrophe to himself and other 
admirers and colleagues round him. 


The Key-note of his character is his susceptibility 
to temptation and the real turning point or dividing 
line in his life is his meeting with weird sisters, a 
meeting that he never dreamt or thought easy and 
possible. The weird sisters greeted him with three titles 
and one of the titles. i.e the first title was allowed 
by the King himself and naturally he falls upon the 
attainment of other titles aad towards the attainment 
of his goal is his behaviour and the content of this 
play. Othello was susceptible to suspicion coupled 
with his inferior complex born of his espousal of snow 
white Desdemona. In Macbeth the valour coupled 
' with instigated ambition, the unqualified passion, is at 
work. Lear fell prey to show of words of love. Much 
praised Antonio was a tool in the hands of cleopatra 
Hamlet differs from these defective characters of 
Shakespeare. 


In this volume, three one Act plays have been 
included. Ofthe three one Act plays. first one Act 
play is entitled — Porkkai Pandiyan since the 
authorised name of the celebrated Tamil Monarch 
is not known. This monarch won this name 
because of his severance of his hand by himself

in accordance with the judgment of the citizens. 
The explanation of the event, is this one Act play- 
It was ancient Tamil Monarchs' infallible and 
unflinching belief and practice that even as Thiru 
Valluvar Put it ‘‘Sceptre of the king is the stronghold 
of Vedas of Brahmins and righteousness’’. The king's 
behaviour in accordance with such proclamation is in 
this play dramatized. 


Likewise is the second one Act play. It describes 
the struggle of two women, and Solomon's display of 
incisive wisdom to discern the truth. His seemingly 
blunt judgment in its train helps identify the real 
mother. From children to old folks are well aware of 
this story. This play differs in respect of the 
presentment of emotions of the real mother and the 
dissembler. 


The third one Act play herein is portraying the 
college days. in particular and boyish days, in general 
ofour Netaji. This play is intended to sound like a 
prologue to the Freedom movement. Freedom 
movement itself will be an epic. It is to be the third 
grand epic of India in chronological order. Herein you 
see the intense patriotism of Subhas, his boyish days 
devotion to find out a venerable Sadhu, his college 
days’ conduct and his firm resolve in boyhood itselfto 
liberate Mother India.
